History of the Trouble That Has Stirred Up the 
People of Berrien Springs.

The Matter Was Explained in One of the Village 
Churchcs Last Sunday. 


It Is All the Village Talk and the Excitement Is 
At a Very High Pitch. 


Two different companies are trying to build a dam across 
the St. Joseph river at Berrien Springs—the original water 
company and Millionaire Chapin of Niles. People of the village 
are taking sides in the matter and now and then some one 
denounces the members of the water power company. At the 
close of one of the Sunday services two members of the water 
company explained the facts in the case. 


The first legal battle will come up in the circuit court at St. 
Joseph next Monday. 


The following statem ent of the con­ 
troversy is made by T. L. Wilkinson, 
ex-prc^idcnt of the water power com­ 
pany: 


Several article* have appeared in the 
local and state papers in regard to the 
building of the dam at Berrien S p rin g , 
about which a controversy has arisen. 
I have been a»kcd to make a statement 
of the controversy from the standpoint 
of the company. The «jut.*?*?i>»n* at issue 
have been hidden by a 
of dmt, 


but when the facts are know,, 'h e whole 
question resolves itself into a question 
of riifhv and wrong. 
The public wnen 
it knows the facts never fails to get on 
the rig h t side. 


O nly Com pany T hat Gan B uild Dam 
Under its charter and franchises the 
water power company has the right to 
build a dam across the St. Joseph rlvor 
at Berrieu Sprlugs. 
No one else has 
nor can have tuis right, and if the dam 
is built it mur>t be built by the water 
power company. 
Thi» company, a l­ 
though orgaui/.cd to promote a public 
purpose, I-« a private corporation owned 
bv its atoeicholder«» and managed by it? 
directors who by right exercise all its 
powers. 
Under its franchise the com­ 
pany may erect the dam at any point 
on the river between the head of Par­ 
dee island and Sam Tudor’s farm. 
It 
will cost $35,000 more to build it at the 
head of the island than at Tudor’s, but 
it has been the aim of the company to 
secure the dam to be built at the island, 
as when built there the village will 
have at its doors a beautiful lake, a 
never ending source of delight and 
profit, making the village one of the 
beauty spots of Michigan. 
No other 
consideration in the m atter counts for 
ao much as this, for iu the end this 
will be the great thing of all. 


Sad Choice of a D irector 


T he company was organized in De­ 
cember, 18!)4. 
In January, 18U7, a uew 
board of directors was elected consist­ 
ing of Mr. Skinner, Mr. Sparks, Mr. 
Reynolds, W. H. Graham, Henry Kep 
h a rt and Mr. Wilkinson, and Mr Wil­ 
kinson became president. 
This board 
has soared neither pains nor expense 
to secure the dam and in every contract 
it has made it has secured liberal con­ 
cessions for the village. 
At the stock­ 
holders meeting iu January, 18!«, by 
the same inexplicable fatuity that led 
to the selection of Judas as a disciple, 
Mr. Graham was dropped from the list 
of directors and I. N Savage was elect­ 
ed iu his place. 
With this exception 
the board has remained unchanged, 
and with this exception all those men 
have rendered the village faithful, ef­ 
ficient and valuable service iu this ca­ 
pacity. No one of them has shirked or 
shrunk from the performance of any 
duty imuosed upon him. 


In addition to securing contracts for 
buiidiug the dam the board has en­ 
deavored to secure and keep alive op­ 
tions for the purchase of lands that 
would be overiiowed. 
It is no easy 
thing to carry on such matters year 
after year, bearing up undereach fresh 
discouragement and going out time af­ 
ter time to the thankless task of secur­ 
ing renewal options, always grudging­ 
ly l?iven after the first two or three 
failures. 


M r Ohapin Clean« U p 980,000 


Gariy in 1890 we interested Prof Du 
Shane of South Bend in the project. 
Mr. DuSbane is a man of high intelli­ 
gence, honest and upright. 
Be inter­ 
ested Dr, Slocum of Pittsburg in the 
m atter. 
Dr. Slocum had an option for 
the purchase of the South tfend elec* 
trio light plant at $225,000, on which 
he had paid Mr. Chapin, the owner of 
nearly all the stock, $20,000 forfeit 
money. 
Dr. Slocum had employed Mr.

N egotiations W ith D r Slocum 


By this ti lie we had little coutldence 
that trie doctor would be able to sell 
his s-eheme. 
We were pretty well 
posted as to what he was trying to do 
and did not think it would go. 
Mr 
Hosford advised him that the coi.uaet 
had been extended but did not advise 
him of the change in its terms. He 
learned of the new arrangment in De­ 
cember and wrote that the part of the 
contract relating to water works wu*» 
too comprehensive and that he could 
not handle it. 
We are well advised 
that it was the «*lee»rie light plant in 
South Bend that loaded it down so that 
he could not sell it in New York. 
The 
doctor wrote in December th at h 
could do nothing with the deal as it 
stood and that he would be out in Jan 
uary to arrange a new contract. 
We 
advised him that we were ready to do 
un.s thing in reason to help him out.

Proposition of Mr. 


Mr. Chaoin was in my 
cember and gave me his 
water power question, 
we were wild here to require anyone 
to g've us something for the privilege 
of puttiug money into the dam project. 
He said the first investors in such en­ 
terprises usually lost their 
money, 
giving Niles acd Buchanan as instances 
of that result. 
If we would consider a 
proposal with no reservations or re­ 
strictions be thought parties could be 
found who would undertake the im­ 
provement. 
We coul l get any kind o? 
a contract, with speculators who ex- 
p cted 'o g e t o iter people’s money to 
ju t into it, but when it came down to a 
man with his own money he would 
never give us anything more than the 
dam, the incidental benefits of which 
would be worth more to Berrien than 
anything else we could get. 


W hy H is P lan W as Rejected; 


I cannot forget this conversation. 
Un Tuesday, January 9, Mr. Chapin 
came to my ottiee with Dr. Slocum. The 
doctor had given it up. 
Mr. Chapin 
repeated all he had t,aid before about 
the dam project uiid <i ¿rood deal more 
and finally ollcred u-> & contract by 
which he himself would uudcrtake the 
building of the dam on these conditions, 
that he would lake our company iu his 
hands and hold it tilt May I for inves­ 
tigation, would survey the river, have 
plans and estimates made for the work 
and if at the end of four months he was 
satisfied that the proposition was a 
feasible oue he would then enter into 
a contract to build the dam, would give 
us a current for fifteen lights in the 
streets, and lu per cent discount on 
power sold here, nothing more, and he 
said no mau who expected to build the 
dam with his own money would otter 
us any better 
If he concluded not to 
build the dam after the f mr months’ 
invejtigation he would donate to us ail 
the maps and plans he had made. 


I told Mr. Chapin that we had offers 
from other parties but he wanted me 
to submit tne proposal to the board, 
which I did on January 11. 
It did not 
last a minute. 
I then informed M;\ 
Chapin by mail that his proposal was 
rejected. 
He made no further ad­ 
vance. 


Proportion th e Com pany Did A ccept 
It will be noticed that this contract 
offered by Mr. Chapin made no refer­ 
ence to Prof, DuSbane, on whom we 
had relied and who had spent a lot of 
time and money in our behalf. 
We 
were under obligations to him more 
than to any other. 
We saw Mr. Du- 
Shane later and he told us he was go 
ing to try some uew parties with whom 
he had talked several times and who 
were favorably impressed with the 
^project. 
V a few days later he met with the 
bowd in Berrien Springs and made 
theV>ropo»al on behalf of Messrs.

nearly all the members of the com­ 
pany present, and all of whom were en- 
ihUBÍastic in acceptlofif the terms of the 
proposal, the president was directed to 
write a letter to Mr. DuShane, which 
was written 
then 
and 
there. 
It 
stated that if Mr. DuSbane would pro­ 
cure a contract with Messrs. Berger 
and Saunders to build the dam, we 
would turn the proposition over to 
them and him, $10,000 to be paid the 
village and power sold àere at 20 per 
cent discount. 


Messrs Beigcr and Saunders came 
down vvith Mr. DuShane within two or 
three days after this proposal was ac­ 
cepted, which was about January 20. 
They met with the directors and sev­ 
eral of the stockholders and there was 
a general feeling that at last we had 
found our Moses. Mr. Tenney, of the 
Arm of Thompson, Tenney & Crawford, 
bankers, and Mr. Porter, of the firm of 
Sanderson 
& Porter, engineers 
of 
New York City, came out at once and 
entered into a contract with Messrs. 
Beiger and Saunders to go into the 
operation. On January 25, 1900, we 
made tho binding contract with Mr. 
DuShaoc. The board 
of directors 
voted to turn over to him the company 
and all it% rights and property, ana on 
that day all the stock of the company 
was assigned to Mr. DuShane. Before 
the end of January engineers were sent 
out from Nfew York who made a very 
favorable report, and also made sur­ 
veys and estimates on which to base 
the plans for the dam. These people 
lost no time in setting to work on tne 
proposition, and they are at it now as 
diligently as it is possible for men to 
be. They had hoped to have the dam 
in operation by fall. The treacherous 
conspiracy which seeks to frustrate 
their oiTorts may delay but will not de­ 
feat them. 


W ill Put tho V illage Out of Debt 


This last contract, all things consid­ 
ered, is the best contract the water 
power company has had. It Is the only 
one made with people who bad the 
money to carry It out; it pays the vil­ 
lage dibt, saving to it $41.<55 in interest 
every month, it lifts a mortgage of 
$10,UÜ0 off the town and so reduces 
taxes that real estate becomes more 
valuable and the village a more desir* 
able place of residence by people of 
small means who want to live in town; 
it gives the village power at a low rate 
for water v^orks and for manufaoturing. 
Free power will be furnished for mu­ 
nicipal purposes. All the power that 
is wanted can be had. Another thing 
in its favor, it brings to us in a busi­ 
ness Wfiy New York, Mishawaka and 
South Bend through honest, go-ahead 
business men who will do something 
for the town, men whom it is a pleas­ 
ure to meet, w'ho have no small ways, 
but start out by bringing here the best 
engineers in the United States to take 
hold of the work. They have spent 
several thousand dollare, 
have 
de­ 
posited $10,000 in the bank to pay the 
village bonds and have paid for several 
leces of tlowage lands, and all this is 
one in the name of the 
Berrien 
Springs W ater Power company. This 
fact should be prominent; that the dam 
If built will be built by the W ater 
Power company. 
Mr. Chapin 
even 
must own or control that company or 
build no dam, so everything doue by or 
in the name of the company is a step in 
the right direction. 


Start of the Trouble 


But just as the preliminary work of 
building the long prayed for dam had 
well begun, when everything SRemed 
to be going swimmingly, a little fric 
tion was felt,a hot hos. began to smoke, 
we had been in the rut, had starved on 
hope and feasted on despair so long 
that when fortune smiled we were like 
beggars grown rich, we could 
not 
stand prosperity. The imp of discord 
tuned his lyre in our midst. 


Mr. Hosford came to town; he is an 
adventurer working for money. 


Ho represents that Mr. Chapin has 
“jarred loose,” and if we .wlll'turn the 
DuShane contract down, be will agree 
at once to build the dam and will give 
us a better contract than the one we 
have. 
We, of course, decline it. 
Mr. 
Chapin had his chance and passed it up. 


Then Mr. Hosford begins to “ feel” 
of our members. 
He iinds three who 
can be handled; they conspire togeth­ 
er, they see a now light. They signed 
the DuShane contract and are legally 
bound by it, but a contract that stands 
between them and good money is a bad 
contract. Mr. Chapin will do better 
by them; they take long chances of de­ 
feating the project that their pockets 
may bo lined. They undertake the 
work of defeating the contract they 
made by buying up the overllow lands 
for Mr. Chapin. Nearly all this land 
is under option for purchase by the 
company, but by raising the price and 
making immediate payments they se­ 
cure deeds, the object bein;? to prevent 
the building of tho dam under the Du- 
Shane contract, and to force the com­ 
pany to deal with Mr. Chapin. 


C arried A w ay by M r Chapin 


Having secured the land they are 
now seeking to secure control of the 
company. The people are blinded by 
fairy tales of what Mr. Chapin will do 
for the town and seem at the present 
momsnt to be arrayed on the side of 
the conspirators. In a few weeks it 
will all seem to them as a dream. The 
people who have taken up the DuShane 
contract 
were not born yesterday. 
They have acted in perfectly good 
faith; began the performance immedi­ 
ately, spending their own money and 
the water power company must stand 
by them. It is in no position to con­ 
sider what Mr. Chapin or any one else 
will do. 
, 
. 
We are not opposed to Mr. Chapin 
personally. If he had early in Jan uary 
given us hope that he would build tin) 
dam we would have considered hly pr*» 
pjsal, but at that time he wanted 
to take four months to think about 
W e contracted with other partie» an i 
now he comes too late.

Mr. Chapin hired his men and 
they are freely spending the money 
which heaven sent him, and many peo­ 
ple lihave great cause for rejoicing 
thereat; he offers us nothing more sub­ 
stantial than that he will make us a 
better proposition than the one we 
have, whether it will be ten dollars 
better or fifteen dollars better and what 
the hidden spyings of his purposes are 
no man knows save himself. 


This remains; the water power com­ 
pany has entered into a binding con­ 
tract with responsible parties who have 
all the money necessary to see the pro­ 
ject through we are legally and morally 
bound to stand by them: we have done 
what is required of us. it remains for 
them to finish; that they are honestly 
and earnestly seeking to perform their 
part is beyond question: that perfect 
harmony could not have prevailed till 
it was done is unfortunate but is not 
our fault nor theirs; no honest reason 
exist« for this diverson in favor of Mr.
